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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Restriction Requirement, received 7October2004, is 
acknowledged. 

Applicants elect, without traverse, Invention X, claims 6-9, drawn to DNA, vector, host 
cells which encode SEQ ID NO:4, classified in class 435, subclass 69.1. 

Claims 1-5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention. Likewise, claims 6-9 as drawn to SEQ ID NO:2 or SEQ 
ID NO:8 or SEQ ID NO: 10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

2. Claims 6-9, drawn to DNA, vector, host cells which encode SEQ ID NO:4 are under 
consideration.

The claims depend from a nonelected claim 1 or 2. Claims 6-9 are also directed to 
nonelected inventions, i.e., SEQ ID NOs:2, 8 and 10 in addition to the elected invention, SEQ ID 
NO:4. 

Because claims 6-9 remain dependent from claim 1, it is unclear what are the metes and 
bounds of the phrase in claim 1, "at least about 85% sequence identity", e.g., 85+5 or 
85±30%.
